G enerally speak­ 
ing, the more completely and im tnedl-j 
ately quicklim e is incorporated w ith the I 
soil, the m ore effectually the slaking is! 
accomplished in connection w ith the! 
soil, th e better. 
In over spreading grass ! 
however, wbfere there is no intention of ¡ 
destroying the herbage, it is better flrst 
to slake the lim e in the open air, redu- ¡ 
cine it to a powdery condition and ap­ 
plying it in the form of a m ild lime. 
In 
this state the quantity of quicklim e still 
contained in it should, however, be suffi­ 
cient to effect tbe necessary chem ical 
changes in the soli; upon this its u lti­ 
m ate 
efficacy 
depends. 
Quicklim e 
should never be applied to light or thin 
soils, sands or gravels. 
M agnesian lim e­ 
stone has an, effect sim ilar to th at of the 
m ountain limestone. 
It is a carbonate 
of m agnesia, in com bination w ith car­ 
bonate of lime, and becomes caustic in 
burning, but m ust be used more sparing­ 
ly than lim e destitute of magnesia, since 
it re-absorbs carbonic acid ntoio slowly 
and rem ains longer caustic, 
its applica­ 
tion is more properly made to arable 
than to grass land, as w heat, barley, and 
all cereals require m agnesia for the per­ 
fect developm ent both of their straw and 
corn. Chemically supplying to the plant 
both lim e and carbonnte acid, lime, as an 
alkaline earth naturalizes the lnim icand 
other acids naturally formed in soils, con­ 
vertí in ert vegetable m atter into stim u­ 
lating 
food for plants, and aids the 
m ineral decomposition of iron, maga- 
nese, alum ina, potash, soda, am m onia, 
and silica in oils. 
To its perhaps over­ 
stim ulating effects, in fact, may be traced 
the origin of the adage, “ lime enriches 
the fathers but impoverishes the sons.” 
Lim e, however, does not necessarily ex­ 
haust the soil, unless applied w ith u n ­ 
sparing prodigality. The apparent .ex­ 
haustion it produces is only perceptible 
in cases where the sole application to the 
land has consisted in laying on succes­ 
sive doses of iinte, and where the supplies 
of other m anure have been too scanty. 
I t is where lim e alone has been applied 
th a t abundant crops are followed by ex­ 
haustion. The presence of m ild lim e in 
the soil assists in the formation of n i­ 
trates; and the production of nitre or 
saltpetre is dependent upon those pro­ 
perties of lim e whereby nitric acid is en­ 
gendered from vegetable m atter. That 
invaluable salt, nitrate of lim e, is always 
to be found in compost heaps. 
“ U nder 
ordinary circum stances,” savs Professor 
W ay (Royal A gricultural Society’s Jo u r­ 
nal) “ and w ith tbe presence of moisture, 
lim e is capaCle of liberating one-half the 
am m onia contained in a soil. 
In the 
case of am m onia locked up in the soil, 
iim e m ay be the rem edy at the com­ 
m and of tbo farmer, his means of render­ 
ing im m ediately available 
stores 
of

T he only advantage; how ­ 
ever, gained by slaking lime, is its reduc­ 
tion to a fine powder, w hich enables it to 
be more evenly spread. B ut slaked lime 
very soon attracts carbonic acid from the 
atm osphere, and becomes ouce more car­ 
bonate of lim e, the condition in w hich it 
usually exists, aud w hence the most 
abundant suppliea are obtained by dri­ 
ving off the carbon in burning the car­ 
bonate of lim e or m ountain lim estone iu 
kilns, as one hundred pounds of this, 
w hen pure, contains forty-four pounds of 
carbonic acid aud fifty-one pounds of 
lim e. Lim e, therefore, by the process of 
burning, loses the whole of its carbonic 
acid,and a ton w eight is reduced to elev­ 
en and a quarter cwt. The general opin­ 
ion regarding the presence of iim e in the 
soil, is th at an arable soil ought not to 
possess less than one per cent, of lim e, 
and th at eight tons of burnt lime per acre 
would im part this proportion to six 
lnqbes of soil. A fter a heavy limiDg no 
farther addition will how ever be requi-, 
site for six or eight years. A crop, a t the 
utm ost, removes only from one to two 
bushels per 
oere of lim e; and 
the 
land, a t this rate, gradually reverts to the 
condition in which m ore lim e is required 
—faster—for the lim e, by its own specific 
gravity, uniform ly descends below the 
active soil, and there, upon.digging a sec­ 
tion, layer uixm layer of each successive 
lim ing the land m ay have undergone 
will be found deposited. L im e not only 
enables crops of superior quality and bulk 
to bo produced, it enhances the effect of 
undecoraposed m anure, by calling into 
action th at w hich m ay have been lying 
dorm ant.
